HOWTO CHECK NOSEBLEED. 

Useful Hints Tlmt May Be Valuable 
In nn Emergency. 

Nosebleed is so common In childhood 
that little account is ordinarily made 
of It, says The Medical Journal. Where 
It occurs repeatedly without appareut 
provocation, however, efforts should he 
made Hot only to check the immediate 
attack, but to ascertain the cause of 
the trouble. It Is well known that 
heart disease, congestion of the liver 
and other conditions affected by or af¬ 
fecting the circulation of blood predis¬ 
pose to nosebleed, and considerable 
anxiety is frequently felt lest the nose¬ 
bleed of childhood may he the result of 
serious constitutional causes. Most 
commonly the cause Is local. 

The best means of checking the im¬ 
mediate attack is pressure with the fin¬ 
ger on the upper lip just beneath the 
nostrils. A small pad of absorbent cot¬ 
ton or a piece of handkerchief may he 
placed inside the lip nnd tightly press¬ 
ed against the gum from without, thus 
compressing the two small arteries of 
the upper lip that supply the nose. 
These can ordinarily he felt pulsating 
in tliis locality. 

If the bleeding is profuse or prolong¬ 
ed, the child should be placed in n rest¬ 
ful position, but With the head elevat¬ 
ed, while Ice may be held to the fore¬ 
head or the back of the neck. To de¬ 
crease still further the blood pressure 
within the vessels of the nose a mus¬ 
tard footbath Is of service. In the 
meantime blowing the nose most he 
avoided. Plugging the nostrils both 
In front and hack is a last resort to 
keep the sufferer from actual peril. 

The predisposing causes of nosebleed 
are, as has been said, commonly local. 
Careful examination of the nose by 
the physician is, therefore, always nec¬ 
essary in recurring attacks. Diseased 
areas in the nose are usually found in 
which the vessels arc spongy and un¬ 
naturally turgid. The depression of 
the child’s health caused by repeated 
attacks of nosebleed not infrequently 
requires attention. If the trouble IS 
due to systematic ■weakness, attention 
is to‘ be especially directed to an im¬ 
provement of the general condition, 
while if the lungs are themselves weak 
repeated attacks of nosebleed are some¬ 
times Indications Of the need of a 
change of climate or of proper physical 
exercise at home.* 

The formation of scabs or crusts of¬ 
ten attended in Childhood with picking 
of the nose must not be overlooked as 
I a cause of nosebleed. Watchfulness 
I may be required to prevent the forma¬ 
tion of an unfortunate habit, but the 
affected spots must also he treated 
With ointment or other simple means 
of healing,

The negro was arrested and 
placed in jail, but a lynching party 
was organized which undertook to 
get the culprit, and would have 
succeeded in doing so, had he not 
been removed to a neighboring 
city. But the mob must have ils 
sway, and its members proceeded 
to wreak their vengeance upon all 
negroes who came in their way. 
They dynamited the city hall, 
Wrecked the public buildings and 
loosed the prisoners, set fire to sev¬ 
eral private dwellings, and killed 
two or three Children by stray bul¬ 
lets. Now, Akron belongs to the 
North, and our southern friends 
will point to this affair as showing 
the same spirit which we have re¬ 
buked in the South, What expla¬ 
nation shall W 6 Offer? What ex¬ 
planation can we offer, especially 1 
as this riot was a great deal larger 1 
than that which occurred in New > 
Orleans a short time ago. <

Ilow to Make Orange Wine. 

Boil one gallon of water and when 
cold take four Seville and six sweet 
oranges and two lemons: cut them all 
very thin, put them Into the water and 
let them stand nine da&s; drain through 
sieve and to every gallon of liquid add 
,314 pounds of lump sugar. When the 
sugar is dissolved, put the liquid into a 
cask and to each gallon of wine add 
one-half pint of brandy. Stir it fre¬ 
quently for five or six days and put 
one-half ounce of isingiass to six 0 if 
eight gallons of the wine. Bung it 
down for six months.

Time was when a 
great nation desiring possession of 
a Smaller one marched in and took 
it, but now the permission of.sev- 
eral other great nations must first 
be obtained, and such permission 
is likely to cost more than the 
prize is worth. Even were it not 
so, the probable cost would be dis¬ 
couraging. In the days of Alex¬ 
ander, Xerxes, Timour and Geng¬ 
his Khan men by thousands were 
gathered into bands, made their 
own bows and arrows, javelins and 
spears, and ate what they could 
"find by the way ; their pay con¬ 
sisted of what they could steal. 
Even in Napoleon’s day the cost 
of cannon, pound for pound, was 
no greater than that of other cast¬ 
ings of iron or brass, but nowa¬ 
days a single battery of field guns 
costs as much as was paid for all 
of Napoleon’s artillery. When 
“Old Ironside” and other Ameri¬ 
can frigates were taking an incal¬ 
culable mass of conceit out of the 
British navy it cost only two or 
three dollars to fire their heaviest 
cannon, but when our thirteen 
inch guns thundered at Cervera’s 
fleet the expense of each shot 
was mauy hundreds of dollars. 
Britain’s conquest of India, or 
such part of it as was effected by 
fighting, cost but a trifle,‘and there 
was much to show for it, but her 
struggle with the Boers has been 
costing more than a million dollars 
per day for half a year and the ex¬ 
pense will continue at this rate 
until the war ends, when her gain, 
aside from a lot of grazing land 
which our western cattle men 
would think dear at a dollar an 
acre, will have merely “prestige” 
of a kind over which the thought¬ 
ful Briton will not do much crow¬ 
ing. The partitioning of China 
may sound well to soldiers who 
long for stations, but the hatred 
in which India holds Britian is 
likely to warn other Powers against 
trying to assimilate countless mil¬ 
lions of a civilization far older 
than their own. 

World-conquering after the old 
fashion is a dead business; noth¬ 
ing can bring it to life again. Na¬ 
tions may continue to fight, but 
very few and small are they that 
will disappear in the maw of their 
victors. The real conquests of the 
future will be made by the traders, 
the teachers and the missionaries 
who follow new flags into old lands. 
The United States are setting the 
example in Cuba, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines, and the robber- 
nations of Europe are too Wise not 
to profit by it.—Saturday Evening 
Posl.
